NET RAILWAY OPERATING INCOME DOWN 


(The following is President D. J. Rus- 
selfs message to Southern Pacific’s 
58,394 stockholders, prefacing our An- 
nual. Report for 1953. For other matters 
of interest based on information con- 
tained in the Annual Report, see pages 
4 and 5.—Editor.) 


OR Southern Pacific, as for the na- 
tion as a whole, 1953 was an event- 
ful year, highlighted by the long-await- 
ed cessation of hostilities in Korea. The 
signing of the truce, in July, signaled the 
approach to more normal economic con- 
ditions. 

Business activity reached record levels 
in the forepart of 1953 and declined 
moderately during the last five months. 
Southern Pacific’s freight traffic followed 
a similar trend. Passenger traffic was 
lower most of the year. 

Operating revenues of Te Tanger 
tation System totaled $692,085,110, only 
1.2% under those for the record year

1952. Nearly two-thirds of the decrease 
was in revenues from Government traffic 
handled in 1953. Operating expenses in- 
ereased by 1.2%, More rail was laid in 
renewals, Depreciation charges increased 
with the acquisition of new rolling 
stock. Wage rates were higher, and the 
prices of some materials advanced, 

Net railway operating income, the 
amount remaining from revenues after 
deduction of operating expenses, taxes, 
and xents, amounted to $59,320,478, or 
$12,363,068 less than the figure for 1952. 
This operating income was equivalent to 
a return of 3.6% on the net investment 
in transportation property. For 1952, the 
rate of return was 4.5%. 

The System’s income from sources 
other than railway operations increased 
by $8,060,365, to $19,649,080. The gain 
was principally in dividends and other 
income received from Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press Company, half owned by Southern 
Pacific. Earnings of this affiliate were 
benefited by an increase in the mileage 
rate paid by railroads for-use-of private

line refrigerator cars. 

Income available for fixed charges 
amounted to $78,176,162, or 3.9 times 
the requirements for those purposes. 
Fixed charges were reduced hy $321,430 
during 1953. 

After fixed charges, the Transporta- 
tion System had a net income of $57, 
922,316 for 1953, which was $4,019,571 
less than that for the preceding year. 

Aided by a substantial increase in the 
net income of the Solely Controlled 
Affiliated Companies, the total net in- 
come amounted to $62,014,758, or 2.2% 
under the total for 1952. This income 
was equivalent to $6.85 a share on 9,- 
047,122 shares of Southern Pacific Com- 
pany’s capital steck outstanding on De- 
cember 31, 1953. In 1952, $7.09 a share 
was earned on the 8,946,942 shares out- 
standing at the end of that year. The 
number of stockholders increased by 
3,026, to 58,394. Dividends were in- 
creased from $2.875 a share in 1952 to 
$3,00 a share in 1953. The total dividend 
distribution increased by $1,809,647, to 
$27,141,366, 

Capital expenditures of. System Lines 
and ‘Solely Controlled Affliates totaled 


$109,303,976. Substantial progress was 
made in 1953 on improvements to the 
transportation plant which will further 
increase operating efficiency. With the 
acquisition of 186 new Diesel locomo- 
tives, Southern Pacific became a pre- 
dominantly diesel-powered railroad. 
More than 6,500 new freight cars went 
into service during the year. Two instal- 
lations of Centralized Traffic Control 
were completed, and work on another 
was commenced. A section of the new 
By-Pass line in the vicinity of Los An- 
geles was put in operation. Work on a 
new “pushbutton” classification yard at 
Houston, Texas, was commenced. 

While traffic volume in 1954 is ex- 
pected to be somewhat lower than in 
the preceding two years, the long-term 
outlook is favorable. Population growth, 
a basic factor influencing production 
and consumption, is expected to con- 
tinue. Serving the most rapidly develop- 
ing regions in the nation, we can look 
forward to a growing need for Southern 
Pacific’s transportation services in the 
years to come.

season. The basin extends from Klamath 
Falls-Merrill, Oregon, cast to Tule Lake 
and south to Dorris and Macdoel, ail in 
California. Due to freezing weather, the 
potatoes must be carried in heated cars. 


Russett and White Rose spuds pro- 
duced in this. high altitude, harvested 
from September to March, have earned 
a reputation for quality in other western 
growing areas. Much of the White Rose 
seed stock used elsewhere comes from 
disease-free Klamath seed, including the 
Kern county, California, crop featured 
in “Eyes Are On Potatoes,” July, 1952, 
Bulletin, 

The Klamath “Basin potato industry, 
with its present 23,000 acres, began in 
1916 when 230° acres grossed about 
$3500. ‘First rail shipments were 10 car- 
loads from 500 acres in 1923. The 1952- 
53 -harvest, from ‘approximately .20,000 


“acres, was valued at.$16,405,000. 5 
“SP Bulletin”. 


As demand for seed stock has. grown, 
so has the housewife’s realization that 
Klamath brand russetts are top quality. 
This assurance has been developed by 
Khmath Potato Growers Association 
who in cooperation with state and feder- 
al experts have ‘produced the best pos- 
sible spud. Troy Qualls is current presi- 
dent of the more than 600-grower mem- 
bership association. 

Walt Jendrzejewski, Oregon State Col- 
lege county extension agent; County 
Agent C. A, Henderson and Chief In- 
spector Ross Aubrey head the team of 
professional advisors. Southern Pacific 
is represented by DF&PA G. W. “Bud” 
Morgan. 


New life has been given the old 
mashed and hash brown potato by the 
efforts of such grower-scientist-transpor- 
tation teams plus the realization of 
American cooks that tubers are good for 
tasty dishes—from appetizers to souffles. 

For example, Ben Davidson, adminis- 
trator of the Oregon Potato Commission, 
reports that “657 Potato Recipes” is in 
its second edition. Sales of this com- 
pilation of different ways to cook and 
serve the spud, indicate the interest. 
Many newspapers, like the Herald and 
News, Klamath Falls, regularly publish 
new potato recipes.

ing, contain fewer calories, than many 
other common foods. 

PFE’s forces, under Foreman M. M. 
‘Taylor, at Merrill prepare cars for load- 
ing, by cleaning and de-icing, installing 
bunker and body heaters to protect ten- 
der spuds from freezing in transit, Well- 
insulated cellars, several hundred of them. 
in the region, protect the crop during 
grading packing operations. There are 
nore than 40 shipping points on our Cas- 
cade and Modoc maintines and along the 
Oregon, California & Eastern tracks from 
Klamath Falls to Bly. OC&E is a jointly 
owned subsidiary. 

Potatoes are the backbone of the Ba- 
sin’s economy, which also includes rais- 
ing of premium barley, hay, livestock, 
grass seed, and annual “farming” of a 
widespread timber crop. 

Klamath Falls is the unofficial capital 
of the two-state basin, sometimes called 
the “State of Jefferson” by the Herald 
and News. Income from the land is aug- 
mented by sportsmen and tourist dollars 
and growing imporiance of the mountain 
region as a summertime convention 
center.

MAGIC OF TRAIN NAMES

i) AMOUS trains, unique among Amer- 

ica’s modern day land transportation 

facilities, have personalities all their 
own. 


As the sun dips into the Pacific on a 
summer evening, the premier stream- 
liner of the SP fleet starts its Jong 
transcontinental trip from Los Angeles 
to the bustling port of New Orleans. For 
three generations it has been known as 
the Sunset Limited. 

In Southern Pacific terminals through- 
out the West, other trains famed in the 
history of the nation are preparing to 
depart for their night runs. From the 
covered. loading platforms of Oakland 
Pier the Ow! emerges to roll threugh 
the night past the farm homes of the 
fertile San Joaquin Valley. Ready to go 
is the traditional Klamath on the Port- 
land run. 

Across the bay in San Francisco, a8 
the Lark is loading, the brilliant. Star- 
fight, nocturnal member of the famed 


family of Daylights, heads southward 
over the 470 miles of glistening rails to 
Los Angeles, which it must reach by 
daybreak, 

In distant Chicago, the Imperial is 
being groomed for its long trip across 
the Southwest. In Houston, another Owl 
is assembled for the trans-Texas jour- 
ney to Dallas. 

In various terminals, passengers are 
hurrying to catch, not the 8 pam. train or 
Train No. 20; they are asking on which 
track is the Cascade or the Gold Coast 
or the City of San Francisco. They are 
calling their old friends of the railroad 
by their names: 

Air travelers refer to the 4:15 plane; 
hus travelers to the 10:30 a. m. stage. 
But rail passengers in tones of affec- 
tionate intimacy refer to the Lark and 
Golden State and the City. 

The modern streamliner of today may 
have nothing in common at all with its 
predecessor traing of a generation ‘or 
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two ago. Still, its personality is pre- 
served, 

White-haired men and women of to- 
day speak of the trips they made half 
a century ago on the Overland, still 
identifying the smart San Francisco 
Overland of 1954 with the historic Over- 
land Limited which puffed and snorted 
back in the days of their youth, as the 
laboring “tron Horse” pulled the string 
of early 20th-century cars over the tow- 
ering Sierra. 

Not a single vestige of the Overland 
of 1910 is found in the modern stream- 
liner which perpetuates the name of 
that historic train. Powerful, sleck 
diesel locomotives swing the 1954 Over- 
land over Donner Summit. The luxury 
coaches and the modern bedroom sleep- 
ers bear little resemblance to the crude 
cars of the first Qverlands. But the 
couple on their golden wedding trip will 
inform fellow passengers that “this is 
the same train on which we took our 
honeymoon back in 1904.” 


Names Reflect History 


The romantic history of the South and 
the West, the grandeur of Nature's 
scenic wonders and the individual at- 
tractions of the cities they serve are 
mirrored in the names of many of the 
trains in the SP fleet, 

Through the Louisiana countryside, 
immortalized by Longfellow’s “Evangel- 
ine,” speeds the Acadian on its over- 
night run. To Sacramento, gateway to 
the gold lure country of the. “49ers,” 
comes El Dorado, the Senator and the 
Governor, shuttling between the San 


Francisco Bay area and Sacramento, re- 


minding the tourist he’s en route to the 
California state capital. 

The traveler on the beautiful Shasta 
Daylight is on the alert to catch the 
first glimpse of the peak which its name- 
sake train will skirt. Golden State holds 
proniise .of leisure hours on: sun-bathed 
Southern “California ‘ beaches, 
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cover is 9-month-old Debra Lee Criswell, 
who was enjoying her first train ride 
on the Shasta Daylight when spotted by 
Photographer Gene Wright, SF Duplicat- 
ing Bur. Debra, who is wearing Con- 
ductor 1. E. Hubbard’s cap, was enroute 
with her mother to Long Baach to jein 
her father, a sailor. Years from now it 
is likely Debra, like the people men- 
tioned in the adjoining article, will be 
speuking affectionately of the train that 
played a port in an importent incident 
in her lite.

ITTSBURGH, PA., geographically 

the birthplace of the Ohio River, is 
capital of the nation’s iron, steel and 
aluminum industries. Today, thanks to 
a multi-billion dollar postwar redevelop- 
ment program, the city has a future as 
bright as any in the United States. 

Included in the $144 billion first 
phase, largely complete, are a glittering 
array of new skyserapers and parks 
which, with smoke control, have com- 
bined to create anew the city’s famed 
“Golden Triangle” where its three 
mighty rivers join. A $100 million fed- 
eral flood control network has been 
built to protect the metropolitan. area’s 
more than two million. inhabitants. En- 
forcement of the anti-smoke ordinance 
is giving the city 65 per cent more 
sunlight annually than formerly when 
another title carried, ‘but unhappily, by 
Pittsburgh, was the “Smokey City.” 
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To Southern Pacific, represented by 
General Agent J. E. Bolin and his staff 
of Business-Getters, Pittsburgh is head- 
quarters of the bustling western Penn- 
sylvania—eastern Ohio—northern West 


For years steel industry has been backbone 
of Pittsburgh's economy. 


Virginia territory—source last year of 
24,463 carloads to, and 15,847 carloads 
from Pacific Lines, The agency pro- 
cesses an average 175 to 225 passenger 
reservations monthly. 


This heavy traffic is well diversified. 
Pittsburgh and its environs are head- 
quarters for the world’s largest manu- 
facturers of aluminum, air brakes, chem- 
icals, plate and window glass, steel, 
safety equipment, plumbing fixtures and 
tin plate. The city also is headquarters 
for the world’s largest food products 
firm of its type. An estimated 250 new 
industries have located in the immedi- 
ate area since the end of World War II. 

Other major cities in the three-state 
territory include Youngstown, Ohio; 
Weirton and Wheeling, W. Va., all fa- 
mous steel-making centers, also branch- 
ing out now into diversified industry. 

Pittsburgh itself was a frontier trad- 
ing post for the upper Ohio Valley wil- 
derness in 1753 when George Washing- 
ton wrote the governor of Virginia col- 
ony that the point of land overlooking

the Monongahela and Allegheny rivers 
where they form the Ohio was “extreme- 
ly well situated for a fort, as it has the 
absolute command of both rivers.” 

The resulting Fort Pitt stood guard 
during the French and Indian War, the 
Revolution and, later, the surge of colo- 
nization which flowed down the Valley, 
first in flatboats, later on steamers and, 
from the 1830's, aboard the first trains 
to cross the Alleghenies. 

Invention of modern steel making 
processes and opening of iron and lime- 
stone deposits developed the area’s steel 
industry which mushroomed from Civil 
War days to present vast proportions. 

The old fort stands today in a new 
36-acre state park, carved out of com- 
mercial] wasteland that forms the down- 
stream point of the Golden Triangle. On 
an adjoining 23-acre tract of reclaimed 
slum area is rising Gateway Center, 
soon to include eight stainless steel and 
glass buildings to rival New York’s 
Rockefeller Center. Many of the na- 
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tion's big industries are headquartered 
in these sunlit giants. 

A few blocks away the 30-story head- 
quarters of the biggest U.S. aluminum 
concern and the 41-story Mellon Build- 
ing tower over lesser buildings and 
block-size Mellon Square, garden-like 
covering for a five-level underground 
garage. 

Seven dams and reservoirs regulate 
flow of the Monongahela-Allegheny wa- 
tershed, giving the city about 10 feet 
more flood protection. 

Upwards of $40 million is being spent 
for improvements to Pittsburgh’s three 
famous institutions of higher learning, 
University of Pittsburgh and its 41- 
story-high “campus,” Duquesne Univer- 
sity and Carnegie Institute of Technol- 
ogy. New hospital facilities include a 
§15 million Veterans Administration fa- 
cility as part of the University of Pitts- 
burgh’s Medical Center. 

Next phase of the redevelopment plans 
envisions conversion of a 105-acre slum 
area into new housing for 3000 families 
and the site of a big civic center audi- 
torium with capacity for 16,000 specta- 
tors. Also planned are several apart- 
ment hotels and a new cross-town boule- 
vard to complete a belt of highways 
around the Triangle. 

Bolin and his bustling staff are keep- 
ing pace with the territory’s progress, 
assuring expanding industries that 
Southern Pacific’s growing fleet. of 
freight cars is on call to serve their 
traffic needs to and from the West and 
Southwest. 


The railroads of the United States 
spent approximately $15,400,000 last 
year for the construction of new railway 
lines and additional trackage, $11,000,- 
000 for grade revisions and track align- 
ments, and about $12,000,000 for grade 
separations. 
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Business Machines 
Speed Waybilling 
‘SE of new electric, automatic business 
machines in preparing freight way- 
hills is helping Southern Pacific speed 
trains of perishable products eastward. 
The machines recently were placed in 
operation at Watsonville Junction and 
additional installations at other impor- 
tant points are now being considered. 

Southern Pacific is the first railroad to 
use the device for this purpose. Its use 
enables trains to leave the origin station 
before waybills are prepared. 

The machine is similar to an electro- 
matic billing or typmg machine. While 
an operator types out a waybill on the 
keyboard, it produces a tape for teletype 
transmission to the first icing station or 
yard enroute. At that point, the tape pro- 
duces an original and duplicate waybill. 
The original moves with the car from 
that point. The duplicate provides infor- 
mation for station and yard forces who 
will handle the incoming train, 

Before the new machines went into 
use, cats were held at the origin station 
until wayhills were prepared. Now the 
trains can move out as soon as they are 
assembled,

What we do is pare 1 or 2 grapefruit, 
section them, and put the sections, cov- 
ered, in the refrigerator to chill, At 
serving time, we put a little torn lettuce 
into a garlic-rubbed bowl, add the 
drained grapefruit pieces, together with 
chunks of avocado, To the grapefruit 
Juice we add salad oii and about %4 cup 
of Roquefort cheese, mashed. Tossed to- 
gether, it’s a very tasty salad. 


GOOD COMPANY DINNER 


With that grapefruit-avocado salad, 
we usually serve baked ham, hot muf- 
fins, and two hot vegetables — perhaps 
mashed turnips and buttered peas or 
asparagus. For dessert, we bring on more 
hot muffins and jelly, along with a big 
pot of coffee, 


TO PARE A GRAPEFRUIT. With a sharp 
knife cut around the fruit, just as if you 
were paring on apple, Try fo cut off the 
white Inner membrance. Then it's easy 
to slip « knife down alongside each sec- 
tion and slip out the fruit. Incidentally, 
it's well fo do this pare-and-section [ob 
over a bowl, to caich the good juice!

Veal Pocket -Gooks, “Jexar Style 


RAN FISCHER, steno-clerk in the 

El Paso Shops, has already won one 
of the California Cook Books for send- 
ing in good recipes. But she likes this 
page co much, she wants te pass along 
another of her good recipe deals. It’s a 
different way of fixing veal. Here’s how 
she does it: 

Ham and Veal Cutlets, Italian. Have 
the ‘meat man slice a pound of -yeal 
round very thin.’ There should be 8 
pieces, about 5”x3”, (about a pound for 
4 servings}. Sprinkle grated Parmesan 
cheese over 4 of the pieces, cover with a 
thin slice of ‘baked or boiled ham, then 
sprinkle with ‘more-cheese, and put.on 
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another piece of veal. 

With the heel of the hand press down, 
so the layers stick together; then pinch 
the edges together. 

In 4 tablespoons butter in a small skil- 
Jet brown 74 2b, sliced mushrooms. Add 
a little chopped parsley, grated garlic, 


~ and about 4 tablespoons red wine. 


Set aside to keep hot while you dip 
the meat in slightly beaten egg, then in 
cracker crumbs. Brown meat quickly on 
both sides in butter in a big skillet. 
Don’t overcook. Arrange on a ‘warm plat. 
ter and .pour hot mushrooms and butter 
around them. Scrve at once! Mighty 
good!
